SEED SOWING AND PLANT RAISING. 


Below are given a few general cultural directions; more com- 
plete details are printed upon most of our packets. 

A general rule for the seed bed is to have the soil rich, level 
and worked very finely. Sow the seed evenly in the rows, 
cover with the finest of soil; about three times the diameter of 
the seed, and press the soil firmly over the seed. The soil 
should never become dry after the seeds have swelled, for if 


it does, they will be almost certain to fail. For this reason it 
is best to sow most small seeds in shallow boxes, 2 to 3 inches 
in depth and of any convenient size, that the surface of the 
soil may be kept properly moistened. 


TRANSPLANTING. 


After the seeds are up, care must be taken to give them 
plenty of air and moisture, and yet not too much water, or 
they will “damp off? (rot at the top of the ground). As soon 
as the second leaves are well out, they should be transplanted 
into pots or new boxes. When finally transplanted to the bed | 
or border, they should be watered frequently until well estab- 
lished, .

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SWEET PEAS. 


A Few Rules for the Successful Cultivation of Sweet Peas. 


The plants should not be raised for two successive seasons on the same ground. 

Sweet Peas should not be planted on the same ground after culinary peas. 

Excessive manuring with stable manure in the row immediately before sowing the 
seed is not desirable. Ground intended for Sweet Peas, if not left in good condition 
after taking the last crop, will be better for manuring the previous fall rather 
than at the spring seeding. 

The use of artificial fertilizers, bone meal, nitrate of soda, etc., can be made in the = 
spring at the time of planting or soon after. == 

Thin sowing, by which is meant planting the seeds from 4 to 6 inches apart, is con- 9 ae 
ducive to vigor and strength of the plants, which come later into bloom, but con- Jae 
tinue much longer than the plants from thick seeding. é 

Frequent stirring of the soil with hoe or cultivator in dry weather, thus producing 
a dust mulch, is preferable to artificial watering, unless irrigating facilities afford 
opportunities for a regular and abundant supply of water. 

Do not allow any flowers to go to seed, else the plants will stop blooming.

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN. 


The Jand should be plowed or spaded as early in the spring as 


possible and thoroughly raked over, so that it is perfectly 
level on the surface. If the land is hard or very poor, spread 
a layer of muck or rich earth over the surface an inch or 
two, and also apply a dressing of manure or of fertilizer 
composed of equal parts of nitrate of soda and bone meal, 
using 10 to 15 pounds per square rod. This should be raked 
into the soil and the seed sown broadcast as evenly as 
possible at the rate of one quart (%4 lb.) per square rod, 
or 4 bushels per acre. As soon as the grass comes up, use 
the lawn mower often enough to keep the weeds down. 
On old lawns that need reinvigorating, sow a half pound 
of seed per square rod, and same quantity of fertilizer as 
recommended above.

To grow good vegetables, it is, of course, necessary to have Good Seeds and have them properly planted, good soil, a thor- 


ough preparation and judicious cultivation. 


Not only should every weed be removed as soon as it appears, but the crust which forms after a rain should be broken up 


and the ground stirred as soon as it is dry enough to permit it. 


The more frequently and deeply the soil is stirred 


while the plants are young, the better, but as they develop and the roots occupy the ground, cultivation should be 


shallow until it becomes a mere stirring of the surface. 


A very small garden, well cultivated and cared for, will give larger returns and be in every way more satisfactory than a 


much larger one poorly prepared and neglected.
